CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—A new step toward 
peace in the railway strike was taken to- 
Gay. An armistice has been declared by 
representatives of both sides pending its 
cesult. 

Attorney Clarence Darrow called upon 
Col. EB. R. Bliss, general counsel for the 
company. Mr. Darrow said he was em- 
powered by the men to negotiate a settle- 
ment for them, 

“Why can’t you and I get together on 
this?” asked Mr. Darrow of Col. Bliss. 

“] don't know of any reason why we 
cannot,” said Col. Bliss. 

“What basis would you suggest?”’ 
Darrow was asked. 

“The only point that we absolutely can- 
mot. modify is the right of the company to 
hire and discharge its men,” said Col. 

The attorneys, then 
agreed on a cessation of strike hostilities 
pending an attempt by them to settle the 
strike. 

The company agrees not to hire any more 
men to take the places of the strikers, in 
return for which concession the union, 
through Mr. Darrow, agrees to cease active 
gtrike measures for the present fme.

JUDGE HOCKADAY 
DIES AT HOSPITAL 


Jurist Who Presided at Edward But- 
ler’s Trial Was Well Known

Judge John A. Hockaday, judge of the 
Ninth Judicial Circuit, .who has been a 
prominent jurist in Missouri for 20 years, 
and presiding judge in the trial of Bdward 
Butler at Columbia one year ago, died Fri- 
‘day morning at 5 o'clock at Mullarnphy 
Hospital.

REPORT ON FAIR 
GOES 10 CONGRESS 


8000-Word Document Gives Full De- 
tails of Work Accomplished 
and to Be Done 


SHOWS FAVORABLE RESULTS 


Paper Is Signed by Ex-Senator Carter, 
Chairman of the National 
Commission 
A report of the progrese on the building 
of the World's Fair, with a comprehensive 
review of everything so far accomplished 
and an outHne of what is yet to be.done, 
was submitted to Congress, now in session 
at the national capital, by the National 

World’s Fair Commission Friday. 

This report, the first that has been made 
public by the national commission, is an 
8000-word document, signed by ex-Senator 
Carter, pres'dent of the commission, and 
all the other members of that body. It is 
addressed to the President of the United 
States. 

The report comments favorably upon the 
work of the exposition and outlines the tre- 
mendous expenditures which have been and 
will be made in the construction of this 
Fair. Details as to the buildings, the ex- 
hibit plans, exploitation in foreign lands, 
support from foreign governments, the part 
that women are to play in the exposition 
and all other phases of the development 
are given clearly. 

The report says in part: 
pation in the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion will far exceed what was oriaitnally 
contemplated in that direction. Nation 
after nation haa ‘accepted the invitation to 
take part, until now virtually the whole 
civilized world has signified its intention of 
being adequately represented. The World's 
Fair in St. Louts in 194 will therefore be 
a great universal exposition in all the name 
implies. ‘The requests by foreign countries 
for increased: space have been so urgent 
and insistent that, were they acceded to, 
the present roofed area would have to be 
considerably enlarged. It is thoroughly 
impracticable at this late date to meet all 
the demands in this respect. 

‘The United States government has ap- 


ropriated funds for a greater display than 

has ever been made by federal authority at 

an exposition. The construction of the two 

buildings which will accommodate the in- 

door exhibits of the government has pro- 

gressed to the point where the staff work 

is being put on.. These two structures, one 

for the main exhibit and the other ex- 

clusively for the fisheries display, cost ap- 

proximately half a” million dollars. The

“| steal,’’ she says, “because something 
makes me, I see pretty things and take 
them Even when I try to resist I can’t 
help it.’”’ 

Mrs. George Hetbel, Viola's mbdther, is 
positive that the girl is a kleptomaniac. She 
has learned, she says, that the child at 
times cannot resist the igelination to appro- 
priate whatever takes her fancy. 

According to her mother Viola is a psy- 
chological study. She is truthful in every- 
thing but that which relates to her pilfer- 
ings. She is abnormally bright and shrewd. 
She is industrious about home and assists 
her mother in caring for the nine other chil- 
dren. Every gift she receives ts shared 
with her brothers and sisters. 

Yet she steals with the finesse of a fin- 
ished shoplifter. .Money, candies, ribbons 
and trinaets attract her most.

‘The trial of the grand larceny charge ifs 
preliminary to eight. other cases in which 
Arhold is charged with obtaining money 
under false pretenses. 

Arnold was in.court, quiet and seemingly 
unconcerned, as usual. It was announced 
that there would be no witnesses for the 
defense.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—John R. Proe-| 
tor, president of the civil service commis- 
sion, today notified Miss Anna Dreyer that 
she could have no further hearing on the 
charges which had been made against her 
and which had resulted in her dismissal. 

Her letter, making a strong appeal to the 
civil service commission, was received iast 
evening and considered this morning. 

Mr. Proctor directed that she be informed 
that her dismissad resulted from charges 
made in the report of Civil Service Com- 
missioner Foulke and that the board would 
regard the investigation made by Mr. 
Foulke as sufficient hearing for her. 

In the letter it was also said that the 
charges which were made against her 
brother-in-law, and which resulted In an 
independent investigation, had r,othing 
whatsoever to do with her dismissal, and 
that, so far as the commission knew, the 
treasury cnatter nae nothing to do with 
her case. 

Former Civil Service. Commissioner 
Foulke said this morning that he was satis- 
fied with the result of his investigation that 
Miss Dreyer had been engaged in the con- 
spiracy to get Postmaster Baumhoff out of 
office, 


Proctor Consulted Foulke 

He said that this was established beyond 
a doubt. 

Civil Service Commissioner Proctor called 
upon Mr. Foulke before he determined 
what answer he would make in the Dreyer 
appeal to him. Mr. Foulke told him that 
there was fio doubt that she had engaged 
in thé conspiracy as charged. 

“We can do.nothing else,” said MpF. 
Proctor to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent. ‘The postmastér-general in- 
structs the postmastér at St.. Louls to dis- 
miss her for the good of the service. The 
réport of our own commission is to the 
effect that she was engaged in a conspiracy 
to secure the dismissal of one of her supe- 
riors. That is sufficient reason for her 
dismiseal. . 

‘Then comes her appeal for &. hearing. 
In some cases it might be necessary to 
grant a- special hearing, but in this in- 
Stance the investigation has been exten- 
sive. 

“Miss Dreyer made her statement to Mr. 
Foulke and this statement is before us. 
We have given it the most careful consid- 
erftion. We feel that we know the whote 
truth, and there is no neéd of another 
hearing. to secure justice for her, or for 
the good of the service. 

“As to her claim that reports investigated 
by a treasury employe had something to do 
with her dismissal we know nothing. 

“There is nothing in the record to show 
this. It had nothing to do with her dis- 
missal. The other cause was amply suf- 
ficient and clearly established. 


Wilkie’s Statement 


“The commission can go no further un- 
der the rules.”’ 

Even this concige expusition of the case 
does not prevent the conviction that the 
girl is receiving a great wrong at the 
hands of a powerful government, which 
refuses to look at the side of the case 
which deserves the most attention in an 
official way.

The military affairs committee of the 
Senate, at the direct request of the Pres!- 
dent, reversed its position and began the 
hearings tn secret. 

It had been announced that the hearings 
would be public. The President asked the 
Republicans on the committee and some of 
the Democrats to hold the hearings behind 
closed doors. 

At the suggestion of Senator Proctor, act- 
ing chairman of the committee, Clerk 
Thompson had made elaborate preparations 
for an open hearing, even going to the 
trouble and expense of securing ample ac-

Everybody in the committee room at the 
appointed time, except the few senators 
who had been asked to do the President's 
bidding, had come under the belief that

Hanna and Teller entered the committee 
room before Senator Proctor appeared. 
Scurcely had Senator Proctor called the 
meeting to order and stated ite object to 
be to listen to protests from Senators 
Hanna and Teller against the confirmation 
of Gen. Wood, beture Senator WQuarses 
raised the point that the committee was 
avout to perform a service that was in- 
tended to ald the work of the Senate when 
in executive session; therefore, he thought 
it mignt not be proper if “outeiders” were 
allowed to witness the proceedings. 

Svenator Foraker promptly supported Sen- 
stor Queries, contending that there was 
neither cause nor precedent for an open 
hearing. 

Senator Scott took the ground that 
neither the case of Gen. Wood could be 
harmed if the general had a good case, nor 
the dignity of the Senate be offended by 
the fullest and freest pubiiciiy possible be- 
ing #: wel to the ae 

‘besl sai Senator Scott, ‘“‘who 
doubts hat the papers will have a full ac- 
count of our proceedings, even if we do put 
the reporters out and shut the doors?’’ 
‘That depends on the integrity of the 
senators,”’ hotly retorted Senator Cockreli 
of Micsvuri, who then suggested that with 
the possible exception of the case of former 
Paymaster-General Rochester, the com- 
mittee on military affairs had never con- 
into the fit- 
ness of an irmy officer named for promo- 
tion by the President. 

When the committee had locked its doors, 
Senators Hanna and Teller began their ar- 
gument against Gen. Wood's further pro- 

motion at this time.

‘The “race cuestion” plays a large part 
in Mr. Ralaéwin Sears’ novel of southern 
life, “The Oircle in the Square,” (A. S. 
Barnes & Co.. New York) and a negro up- 
rising furnishes the drumatic climax of the 
story. 

It is a vivid and exciting tale, rich in 
quaint south@rm characters and full of lo- 
cal color. The aristocracy of a Kittle south- 
ern town constitutes the “circie’’ in the 
“square,” of which the courthouse ts the 
offid4al adornment, and this social set num- 
bere Fairfaxes, Berkeleys and Paiges 
among its representative familles—truly 
an aristocracy not to be questioned. 

Outside the pale of the “circle in the 
square’ are the ‘“‘wild Morgans,’’ ostracized 
because of a splendid act of self-sacrifice 
by one Bhan Morgan, through which Clay 
Berkeley, afterwards governor of the state. 
profited imemengely. The story, however. 
concerns itself with the fortunes of the 
yvourmer Shan Morgan and Clay Berkeley, 
thus antagonized and both loving the same 
girl. sweet Sarah Paige Inherited hatred, 
coupled with rivalry in love, inevitably 
creates many stirring situations and leads 
to an absorbing finish, which, however, 
may not bo revealed in a review of the 
book if author and reader alike are to be 
trented fairly.

ABOUT MARIE CORELLI. 
“Marie Core.ii; the Writer and the Wom- 
an," is a sympathetic study of the life, 
character and labors of a much misunder- 
stood and much maligned woman, The 
authors, T. F. G. Coates and R. 8. War- 
ren Bell, both English writers of consider- 
able note, have started out with the evi- 
dent intention of setting Marie Corelli right 
before the world, or at least of informing 
the world concerning Marie Corelli, so that 
it may be better prepared to judge her 
character and her work, and they have 
left nothing unsaid that would be in her 
favor. Admirers of this remarkable woman 
will find all of their pet notions concerning 
her confirmed, and even those who have 
been wont to regard her as a wild-eyed and 
ungrammatical literary freak must find 
their judgment of her softened somewhat 
if they will take the time to read this 
volume through. For surely it must be 
admitted that there is something more 
than ordinary about a woman whom so 
great @ man as William E. Gladstone 
would seek out because he was ‘‘curious to 
see for himself the personality of a young 
woman who could write so courageously 
and well,” and in whose work he recog- 
nized “a power working for good." Marie 
Corelli was the adopted daughter of 
Charles Mackay, an English poet who was 
particularly well known from 20 to 40 years 
ago. Her early life wag influenced by such 
men as Dickens, Thac keray, Sir £dwin 
Landseer and Douglas Jerrold, and from 
her very infancy she displayed a love 
for all things literary. This volume shows 
her at every stage of ther Mterary career, 
with many interesting stories concerning 
her and the various novels of which she is 
the author, together with 16 full page 
lilusrations of scenes pertaining to her 
life.

H tal Soturday and — ag eter nee 
President D’ R. Francis calls attention to 
the exceptional needs hospitals which 
accept charity patients during the coming 
rear. 
. The annual collections for the association 
will be taken this year, as usual, the Sat- 
urday and Sunday after ‘rhan ving. Be- 
cause of the exceptional demands expected 
from: thea inetitutions during the coming 
year, greater liberulity is asked. 

The president's report follows: 


“To the People of St. It uta: 

“Ry universal consent, on the Satorday and 
Sunday foliowing the uatiowal Thankegiviug Day, 
the hospital aause is given the right-df-way, timc 
its claims may be emphasized before the ¢orm- 
munity. This anniversary will occur this year 
on Nov. 28 and 20. 

“This sociery was originally formed on account 
of the sunenme expressed need that there be a 
respousivle organization through whieh pubild 
charities for the hospitals might be dispeus ud 
amd whose reports might be open apnuaily to ali 
inquirers. The previous impossibliity of reliavle 
information conceruing the abaracter and worth- 
iness of different bospitals had rendered proms u- 
ons giving a precarious invesiment and hindered 
many of the wortbiest Institutions from revelving| 
the share of public benevolence which they ricaly | 
deserved. Under the present organization aud 
th well-known rules of the aoctety, each institution 
receives exactly what ite work for the poor has 
earned during the previous year. This pian com- 
pletely mects the views of the most iuteliigent 
and careful investors in this class of contribu. 
tlon ‘to human needs, and the reports of annua! 
collections of the society abundantly show tie 
results of the eiucatign of the coumunity ip a 
constant increase in neamber of contrituters as 
well as in average amount of contributions 

“The society calls attention to the inieresting 
and gratifying fact that no erder of people or 
sect of religious belief in this city is tnasso- 
Clated with this work, and that it Is the only oue 
and St. Louis the only city. in which Jews and 
Christians, Cadtholice and Protestants, are earu- 
estly working in a common cause that fer tie 
time being obliterates tie line and color of creed 
and sect. 

“*The Associated Hospitals receiving the bene- 
fits of the work of this society are all those 
which work for the poor wholly or in part, which 
are not run fof revenue end which In all respects 
meet our definition of a hospital and whose sworn 
reports of work for the poor are satisfactory to 
our committee, No question of race or creed fs en- 
tetained. 

“As a motive to more liberal subscriptions, we 
appeal on the tgfowing considerations: 

“1. The sworn reports of the hospitals of work 
done for the poor shuw that their actual needs are 
far in excess of the amounts we are able to dis- 
tribute amoung them annually and the scope of all 
of them is greatly circumscribed by t of 
means. 

‘2. All contritmtors of $10 or more, be it 
churches, societies or individuals, are entitled to be 
repaid by hosp!tal service and may call for one 
day's setTvice for poor tients for each dollar 
ceptribused in the yedr following their subscrip- 

ons. 

“The eoming year will be perhaps the most 
eventful in the history of St. Louis, espeAally in 
view of the World’s Fair and our crowded condi- 
tlon. This will surely lay new ‘burdens at the 
doors of our hospitals and they must be provided 
for. In view of thle we can discharge no more 
exalted duty, nor do anything more conducive to! 
the development of our higher natures, nor -con- 
tribute more effectually to the real glory of this 
city at such a time than by providing liberally 
for the claims of humanity represented in the 
needs of helpleas sufferers. 

“We have not hitherto asked im vain and there 
fore look forward with entire confidence for the 
resuits of onr efforts in the colleetion of 1908. 

“We are theroughly mindful of our obligations 
to the ladies who have ea! ways shown their loyalty 
and devotion to this cause and whose success was 
contributed so large a proportion to the results 
of our work. We confidently selicit and expect 
their continued co-operation. 

“To the press, without whose favor, as exhib- 
ited in a thonsand instances, we should long since 
have found it tmpossible to reach our present 
success, we make vur most sincere and grateful 
acknowledgments and fell assured that our future 
service to the important interest we represent will 
be increased because vbey wave stood by us in our 
work.

TARIFF IN NEW ZEALAND. 


Duty on Certain Goods Made Outside 
British Empire 
WELLINGTON; N. Z., Nov. 20.—The 
preferential trade bill, adopted Noy. 18 by 


the House of Representatives, places a 
duty of 20 per cent on the following goods 
now free from duty, when from countries 
outside the British empire: 

Bicycle parts, gas engines, oil engines, 
gum oots, fron ard steel cordage, sheet. 
bolt and bar iron, printing paper, railroad 
and tramway rails, sail cloth. canvas and 
duck and surgical and denta) instruments. 

The bill doubles the present duty on ce- 
ment and adds 50 per cent to the duties on 
the following goods when from non-British 
territory:

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COURT WAS HELD IN WOODS. 


Indiana Citizens Adopt Novel Method 
to Find Incendiary. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 13.—Meeting in the 


woods on the outskirts of the mining town 
of Montgomery, Daviess County, a score ot 
citizens held court and examined witnesses 
in their endeavor to find the persons who 
had caused them a property loss of $50,000. 
A jury of twelve men heard the evidence 
given by citizens who wer hastily sum- 
moned' from their homes, and it is said 
that the gullt of one young man has been 
partly established. 

Some time ago anonymous letters were 
received by several persons warning them 
to leave the town under threats of having 
their home dynamited.
